From th e Secretary of W ar 
Janesville men who are now em­ 
ployed in the war 
department at 
Washington, are 
under civil serv­ 
ice rules. 
A dispatch from Washing­ 
ton says: 
“ Ten thousand employes of the war 
department were today cihssified un­ 
der the civil service law. 
Only two 
exceptions were made. 
'lhcae were 
the private secretary of Secretary La­ 
mont and Assistant Secretary Doe. 
All other employes from the chief 
clerk down, excepting of course, army 
officers and enlisted men and a few 
day laborers, are included in the 
change. 
This classification has been 
effected in pursuance of the presi­ 
dent’s order of May 6. 
The number 
of employes ol the department within 
toe scope of the civil service law prf- 
Y ms to this ne w 
classification was 
fewer than 2,000, so that the increase 
is more than Ava times the number 
heretofore under that rule. With this 
new classification in effect tho secre­ 
tary of war will have the control of 
practically co patronage within his 
department, as whenever he has need 
of a laborer,skilled mechanic or clerk, 
he will make a requisition on the civil 
service commission to be supplied with 
some one to perform the work. Of the 
number placed under the scope cf the 
civil service law of course the greater 
p a r t are employed outside of me eby, 
5,000 of them being employed under 
the chief ut engineers and scatterd 
over the country wherever the im­ 
provement of rivers and harbors is be­ 
ing prosecuted by the government. 
The classification has been made so 
that men employed only during t^o 
summer will not again have to enter 
the service through the civil service 
commiissson, after they have been fur­ 
loughed during the wintersea°on.

is said that a majority of the employes 
in the war department are republicans,

Bibliomaniacs in all parts of the 
world will be delighted lo learn that 
a copy of Bonaventure^ “Speculum 
Vite Christi,” a rare and precious Cax­ 
ton, has been discovered by Mr. William 
May, the public librarian at Birken­ 
head, across the Mersey from Liverpool, 
says the New York World. 
Mr. May 
was recently rummaging through a lot 
of discarded books from a lawyer’s U- 
That’s a very different! brary. He was startled to find among 
them an old black-letter volume at­ 
tached to another aged work. At first 
he thought that he had found simply 
a specimen of Caxton’s print. 
Subse­ 
quently he discovered that he had come 
upon an even greater rarity than he 
had imagined. 
For several days Mr. 
Mays was inclined to doubt that the 
book he had found was really priceless. 
After 
consulting 
many 
authorities, 
however, he found that he had in his 
possession 
a copy of Bonaventure^ 
“Speculum Vite Christi,” 
as 
it 
is 
spelled in the original. 
This edition 
was printed by Wynkyn de Worde in 
1494, the year in which he returned to 
the use of Caxton’s types. 
Its excep­ 
tional rarity consists in fact that it is 
the only edition In which Caxton’s No. 
7 type was ever used, the type in this 
case being used for the side notes. 
There Is only one other copy of this 
precious book known to be in existence, 
according to the Messrs. Blades & Buff, 
the great authorities on Caxtoniana. 
This copy is owned by the earl of 
Leicester. The earl is so careful of the 
book that he has never put it on exhi­ 
bition, even refusing to send it to the 
great Caxton exhibition of 1877. He has 
not allowed experts 
to examine it. 
Among the greatest treasures of the 
archbishop’s library at Lambeth there 
are four solitary leaves from this book 
that are guarded as among the most 
valuable relics of early printing. From
